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WOMAN FOUND DYING 


Died in Short Time from 
Vio- 


lence and Exposure. life Said 


to Have Been Threatened 


"Webster, Mass., Feb. 19.—In a large 


pool of blood the almost lifeless body jf 
Miss Katherine Booth, 29 years of age. 
v;as found about S o'clock Sunday morn- 
Ing on a lonely road about IV, miles from 
Webster Centre. The woman was un- 
conscious when found, and died soon 
after without bshtg: able to make known 
the cause of her condition. On her fore- 
head was a large wound, made by somt 
sharp instrument, which had penetrated 
the skull over the right eye. With the 
exception of this and another bruiae on 
the back of the head, no marks of violence 
•were found. How death occurred is a 
mystery, which Webster officers are try- 
Ing to solve. 


It is stated that Miss Booth has on 


several occasions, had her life threatened 
by a man with whom she was said to 
have been Intimate, but there is no evi- 
dence at hand to show that this party 
•was in town Saturday night. The Web- 
»ier officials are of the opinion that he is 
In some manner connected with the af- 
lalr. 


The authoritieshaveiirade a searching 


Investigation of th« case, and every- 
thing indicates that the woman lost her 
life through violence and exposure. 
Nothing con be definitely known, how- 
ever, until Medical Examiner Bradford 
of South-bridge views the remains at the 
local undertaking rooms, to which the 
remains were taken. 


The dead woman was a weaver in the 


cotton mills at North Webster, and lived 
In the family of George Scarborough, his 
liouse being not more than 100 feet from 
the spot where the woman was found. 
Mies Booth had lived in town for about 
Bix years. 


She returned from work Saturday night 


as usual, and after supper left the house 
to go to town. That was the last seen 
of her by the Scarboroughs, who thought 
It nothing strange that she did not re- 
turn, thinking that possibly she might 
have gone to Worcester on an electric 
car to spend the night. 


Miss Booth has relatives living, but 


they have not been located at the presi- 
ent time, and she has no family connec- 
tions here.

PUERTO RICO TARIFF 


Possibility That the Republican 


Measure May Meet with 


Defeat 


Washington, Feb. 19.—The house to- 


day enters upon the consideration of 
the Puerto Klcan tarifi bill, and the de- 
bate on It promises to be memorable in 
the history of this congress. 


The Republicans, in framing the bill, 


have proceeded upon,the theory that the 
constitution and Us immunities do not 
extend over Puerto Rico. The Democrats- 
are solidly arrayed upon the other side, 
and in committee they were joined by 
one Republican, Mr. McCall of Massa- 
chusetts. Among the other Republicans 
•who take the same view is Mr. Little- 
fie-ld of Maine, who succeeded the late 
Mr. Dlngl-ey. IJe *on h'6 spurs In the 
debate upon thl Roberts case, and is al- 
ready considered one qf the most power- 
ful debaters in the tiouie. 


The support, of these two prominent 


Republicans lias raised some hopes in 
the opposition thaf. they may be able to 
defeat the btfl, although this hardly 
seems probatiie at this writing. Both 
sides are preparing for a royal struggle. 
Mr. Payne, the floor leader of the ma- 
jority, will open4n support of the bill, lie 
will be followed by Ifc, Richardson, the 
minority leader, and Mr. Bailey of Texas 
will close for the minority. The debate 
will continue throughout the week and 
the vote will tie talken on the following 
Monday. 


Late Saturday afternoon the house 


passed the laglsjative, executive alnd 
judicial appropriations bill, after hav- 
ing It under consideration four days. 
A spirite'd colloquy Between Mr. Sulzer 
and Mr. Qrosvenor was the feature of 
Saturday's session. 
Fresh from the 


anti-trust conference in Chicago, Mr. 
Sulzer directed the attention 
of the 


house to the "monster monopolies," 
which, he said, were being fostered by 
the Republican adminlstrartion. 
He 


adverted, in passing, to Ohio politics. 


These utterances drew the flre of 


General Grosvenor, who referred to the 
"political garbage" 'which Mr. Sulzer 
hart brought back to Washhington af- 
ter his "hippodroming" tour through the 
west as a "vice presidential candidate." 


The civil service appropriation, which 


was stricken out of the appropriation 
bill In the committee of the whole, was 
restored in the housa by a vote of 77 to 
123. 


The attention of the senate this week: 


•will be given largely to tbe ralatiohs of 
the United States to its Insular posses- 
sions. The -bill providing1 a. form of gov- 
ernment for the Hawaiian Islandis has 
right of way, and if it should be so for- 
tunate ae to be finally acted upon before 
the close of the week the Puerto Rlcan 
bill, under the agreement mad-e in the 
Republican caucus last week, will be im- 
mediately talc&n up. 


The probabilities are that the Ha- 


waiian bill will be debated at consider- 
able length, and that many amendments 
will be offered to it. 
On this account, 


and because it may be made the basis 
of more or less general talk on the 
question of the policy to be pursued to- 
wards the new possessions, considerable 
time will be necessary to the final dis- 
posal of the bill. 


All admit the urgency of legislation 


giving the Hawaiians a government, but 
there are some points on which there are 
radical differences of opinion, and this 
will have to be fought out. 
The most 


important cf these is the question as to 
whether the commercial intercourse1 be- 
tween the islands shall be under a tariff 
cr under the free trade system allowed 
between the states of the Union. The 
bill provides for free trade, but sev- 
eral of the senators, under the leader- 
ship of Senator Platt of Connecticut, are 
making an effort to secure 
radical 


amendment in this respect. 


Senator Cullom, in charge of the bill, 


will resist, and he will be supported by 
some Republicans and nearly all the 
Democratic members. 


Practically the same fight will be 


made on the Puerto Rican bill. 


On Wednesday Senator Lodge will de- 


liver a prepared speech on the Philip- 
pine situation, dealing with the whole 
insular question to an extent. 
Senator 


Kenney, also, will deliver a set speech 
en the Philippine question on Tuesday. 


It is quite possible that the conference 


report on the currency bill will be 
brought in during the week, and, if 
BO, everything else will be laid aside for 
Its consideration.

RICE CKEAM. II. 


This is a simpler preparations than the 


former and is especially to~be recom- 
mended for young childien. Wash two 
lablespoonfuls of rice thoroughly and 
put It in a double boiler with a quart 
of fresh milk. Let it simmer until the 
rice is very soft, sweeten to taste and 
serve with or wlthous cream. For chil- 
dren who suffer with constipation this 
'may be given with stewed prunes or 
with apple iauce. 


A variety may be imparted to the 


Bcraped lieeE diet, while the patient is 
still confined closely to this, by putting 
the beef pulp into a frying pan over the 
fire and Jetting it become just heated 
through. It should then be spread upon 
thin bread, either dry or very lightly 
spread with butter, as suggested above, 
or upon thin dry toast.

wiches are a pleasant change from the 
regimen of meat balfs, of which the pa- 
tient IB likely to weary after a time. 
The child soon becomes very found of 
such meat sandwiches, and 1 have 
known and young children who pre- 1 
lerred the meat entirely raw. In that 
case it is perhaps hardly necessary to 
say that the moUfier or whoever does the 
buying, must give all care to see that 
the b'eef comes from a house where one 
may be sure that strict cleanliness IB 
observed in the cutting and care of the 
meat. 


For older children beef chopped as 


for Hamburg steaks may be provided 
and is excellent for the child who has 
been forbidden to eat twice cooked meat. 
It sounds a simple thing to give a child 
a bit of fresh steak or a chop every day, 
but to people In moderate- means, It is a 
igood deal of a burden financially. When, 
however, the chopped beef from the 
round is given it answers as well as ex- 
pense steak, and if the meat is well freed 
from tough and gristly fibre, is even 
easier of digestion. The marketer should 
see always that the meat is chopped by 
hand at the butcher's, and not put 
through a sausage machine,—a process 
by which the meat merchant saves time 
and labor and robs the beef of much of 
its best flavor anfli nutritive value.

Recipes From Many Sources and of

MOONSHINE. 


This dessert combines, a nice appear- 


ance with a palatable flavor and Is a 
convenient substitute for ice cream. Beat 
the whites of six eggs In a broad plate 
to a very stiff froth and then add grad- 
ually six tablespoonfuls of powdered 
sugar (to make it thicken you may add 
more sugar up to a pint), beating for 
not less than half an hour, and then beat 
in one heaping tablespoonful of pre^ 
served peaches, cut in tiny bits an-d set 
on ice until thoroughly chilled. In serv- 
ing put in each saucer some rich crea-m 
sweetened and flavored with vanilla, and 
on the cream place a liberal portion of 
the moonshine. The above quantity will 
serve seven or eight people. You may 
use other preserved fruits if you desire. 


FRIED LWER. 


Cut beef's liver in. thdn slices and place 


en a platter, pour on boiling- water ajid !

This will be found a great im- 
provement over the ordinary way of 
cooking liver. 


PRESERVED CANNED SALMON. 
A can of salmon after being opened is 


not always used up at one meal and if 
put away without special preparation Is 
apt to dry up or to taste oily in a ferw 
days. To preserve the salmon put the 
left over in a bowl or other deep dish, 
sprinkle with pepper, add a few whole 
cloves, a blade of mace, cover with cold 
vinegar and the fish will keep a week 
longer in fine condition. 


BAKED OATMEAL. 


Mix in a saucepan one pound of oat- 


meal with one tablespoonful of butter, 
one pint of water and some salt. Place 
In a moderate oven and bake for fifteen 
or twenty minutes and serve with some 
butter or milk and cream apart. 


BUTTERMILK ROLLS. 


Take two coffee cups of buttermilk 


and stir into it one teaspoonful of sal- 
eratus dissolved in a little hot water and 
stir into this about five cups of flour; 
beat this up lightly and bak? in gem 
pans. 


DELICATE CAKE. 


Three cupfuls of flour, two of sugar, 


three-fourths cupful of sweet milk, 
whites of six eggs, half a cupful of but- 
ter, teaspoonful of cream tartar, one- 
half teaspoonful of soda. Favor with 
lemon. 


APPLES FRIED IN BATTER. 


Beat three eggs well, add a tablespoon- 


ful of sugar and three of flour; slice the 
Apples; dip them in the batter and fry 
In butter; take them up, sprinkle with 
powdered sugar and serve hot. 


BOSTON CORN BREAD. 


Mix one cupful sweet milk, two cupfuls 


sour milk, ohe cupful flour, four cup- 
fuls of eornmeal, two te-ispoonfuls of 
sotla; steam throe hours and then brown 
a few minutes in a quick oven. 


COFFEE JELLY. 


Soak half a box of gelatine until It 


dissolves in as little cold water as possi- 
ble for the purpose, and add it to one 
quart of strong coffee prepared age for 
the table and sweetened to tasite, stir 
well, strain Into a mold rinsed with cold 
water just bef ora using, and s«t thecaoM 
on ice or in a very cold placa. A nica 
effect is obtained- by pouring the mlsture 
Into a mold with a tub« In the center, aa 
when turfted out the space occupied by 
the tube may be filled with whipped 
cream heaped up a little above the oof- 
fee jelly. Whipped cream should also 
be served with this jelly. 


CRANBERRY CREAM. 


Rub through' a sieve while hot one pint 


of cranberries stewed in water until well 
cooked; add one cup of granulated su- 
gar- soak half a box of gelatine in half 
a cup of water and add to the berries 
while they are hot. When the sugar and 
gelatine are dissolved place the dish 
holding tha mixture in Ice and stir until 
it begins to thicken, then add one cup of 
milk, and last of all the same amount of 
.whipped cream. Mix thoroughly, pour 
Into a mould and set on ice to harden. 
Whipped cream should be served 
this delicacy. 


FRICATELLI. 


Chop raw fresh pork very 'fine, add 


salt and pepper and two small onlona 
chopped fine, half as much stale bread 
as there is meat, soaked until soft, two 
eggs; mix all well together, make Into 
oblong patties, and fry as you would 
oysters or other patties. A nice, bre'ak* 
fast dish. 
Serve with sliced lemon. 


FRUIT JELLY.'" 


Dissolve one-half box gelatine in twice 


the quantity of water (It will require 
about one hour to do this); add the juice 
of two lemons and strain; when, it be- 
gins to thicken add two oranges, cut up, 
two bananas, one-quarter of a pound of 
figs, and one-quarter of a pound of Eng- 
lish walnuts and set away to cool. 


SOUR MILK DOUGHNUTS. 


One cupful sugar, two tablespoonfuls 


of melted lard, one pint of sour milk, half 
a teaspoonful salt and flour enough to 
roll out. The dough should not be stiff 
and should not be handled more than 
necessary. Cut into rounds or into 
lengths and twist. Fry In plenty of boil- 
ing lard. 


MAPLE CREAM CANDY. 


Three cupfuls of grated maple sugar; 


one cupful of thick sweet cream; boil 
until it hardens when, dropped in cold 
water. Remove from the fire and beat 
with a silver fork until it has the con- 
sistency of very thick cream. Pour Into 
buttered tins and when cold cut int« 
squares. 


EGG SANDWICHES. 


Remove the yolks of six hard-boiled 


eggs and rub them smooth; add one tea- 
spoonful of mustard, one-half teaspoon- 
ful of salt, a dash of pepper and enough 
vinegar to moisten the mixture. To this 
add the whites of the eggs and spread 
between thin slices of slightly stale 
bread. 


POOR MAN'S CAKE. 


One and one-half cupfuls of brown mi- 


gar, two of flour, one each of butter and 
chopped raisins, three eggs, three table* 
spoonfuls of sour milk, half a teaspoon- 
ful of soda; half a cupful of blackberry 
jam. This is an excellent as well aa 
economical cake. 


CRANBERRY JELL. 


Wash one quart of cranberries, place 


them over the fire with one pound of 
sugar and cold water enough to cover. 
Boil one-half hour, run through a fina 
sieve and cool in a jelly mould.

Young Scotch Traveler Tells About 


Some New One*.

The 
reports he brings back contradict the 
general impression of Patagonia as a 
desolate and dreary desert, inhabited 
by savages of revolting habits and ter- 
rifying appearance, says the Chicago 
Tribune. The few points in Patagonia 
which are marked on the map bear 
such names as Port famine and Deso- 
lation island. 


Mr. Campbell declares that this floes 


the country great injustice. 
The cli- 


mate is by no means so inhospitable as 
It has been reported. Even at the 
southernmost point the mean tempera- 
ture in the winter time is 35 degrees 
above zero, while in the summer time 
It is 55 degrees. He walked into a 
native village in the interior entirely 
•without an escort, -was kindly receiv- 
ed and given a but, in which he made 
his home for more than a week. No 
one made any effort to interfere with 
him in any way, and he was furnished 
•with food and drink. 


Mr. Campbell reports that the riv- 


ers are filled with seals, sea elephants, 
otters and edible fish In great numbers 
and that wild ducks and other birds 
abound in countless thousands. The 
iahabitants, instead of being filthy, as 
has so often been charged, bathe them- 
selves daily and are modest, kindly 
and simple. 
He thinks Patagonia is

Children Stndy Too Mncb. 


Tlie cramming system and its ac- 


companying- evils are characterized as 
"A National Crime at the Feet of 
American Parents" by Edward Bok in 
The Ladies' Home Journal. '"No child 
under 15 years of age," he contends, 
"should 
be given any home study 


whatever by his teachers. 
He should 


have not more than from one hour to 
four of schooling each day, the hours 
increasing- with his years. Outside of 
school hours he should have at least 
three hours of play. After 15 the brain 
has another period of rapid develop- 
ment, with special increase of the 
higher faculties. Four hours of school- 
ins, then, is not too much, provided 
tiie child's physical being is capable of 
it, and in time an hour of isolated 
study may be added. But that is 
enough. 


"Five hours of brain work a day is 


the most that we should ask of our 
children, and the child should pass at 
least two hours a day in the open air. 
Our boys and girls do not get enough 
fresh air and sunshine into their bodies 
and natures. The higher institutions 
of learning understand the need of 
physical development for brain growth 
far better than do our lesser schools 
and our Louies—sad as it is to admit 
it" 


Wh.y To-wer, Ifot Castle, of London. 


London's most famous historical 


building was named the "Tower," and 
not the "Castle," of London. 
Most 


fortresses of Norman construction in 
Bnglaiid keep the name of castle. Lon- 
don's Norman fortress alone bears an- 
other title. The reason is to be found 
in the methods of Norman military ar- 
chitecture. 
A Norman fortress was 


constructed of a tower or keep, with an 
attendant castle, each having the same 
relative importance. The first consta- 
ble of the Tower called himself "con- 
stable of the Tower of London and its 
attendant castle." 
Whereas in the 


case of most such buildings in England 
the name castle has survived longest, 
in the case of the principal fortresses 
at the capitals of Normandy and of 
Norman England the tower was the 
chief part, of the fortifications. Thus 
the castle at Rouen, like the castle at 
London, always has been called the 
Tour de Rouen. 
The White Tower 


was so called because its Guilder, Hen- 
vy III, whitewashed it.

Louisiana to Be the Home of a 


New One, 


THE 
SITUATION 


The scenes in the theatre of war in 


South Africa shift so suddenly that it 
is unsafe to make much comment. The 
condition at the moment of writing 
may have changed copipletely before 
the' Transcript reaches its 
readers. 


Things are very unstable. 


No important news has reached us 


oince the Transcript issued Saturday 
evening. Then it was announced that 
Cronje, the Boer commander in the 
western section of the military opera- 
tions, was fleeing from the Orange 
Free State border, where he had stood 
in the way of tho relief of Kimberly, 
across the Orange Free State to its cap- 
ital, Bloemfontein. Lord Roberts, from 
General Methuen's camp on Modder 
River had planned to throw a circle of 
British troop around Cronje and force 
his surrender. He had massed between 
60,000 and 70,000 men and horse at the 
point where Methuen had halted, sent 
them flying out to the east of Cronje up 
to the north of him to Kimberly with 
the evident intention of sweeping to the 
south -west of him and surrounding 
him in his mountain trenches, cut off, 
from escape, reinforcements and sup- 
plies. The plan of the British general 
worked admirably. Kverything hap- 
pened on schedule time, but Cronje was 
not in the hills when General French 
and his swift cavalry had brought re- 
lief to Kimberly. 


About the time French entered Klm- 


berley, Cronje was through the British 
lines and pushing with all speed for 
Bloemfontein, the objective point of tho 
British, or for some advantageous posi- 
tion which he could entrench and defend, 
putting the British to the trouble of

EFFECTING WAR INCIDENTS. 


Boer Looting a Body Replaced Booty 


on Finding; a Crucifix, 


The loss suffered by General French 


at Colesberg, when the Suffolks were 
BO cut up, is a matter of general com- 
ment for all correspondents. The Lon- 
don Daily Telegraph's correspondent 
at Cape Town says: 


"General French, who was not pres- 


ent and who has hitherto displayed so 
much caution, will feel this reverse 
acutely. 
Only the other day he indi- 


rectly reproved the Tenth hussars for 
having 'incautiously' approached a dan- 
gerous position. To a friend of mine 
the general said that he would not per- 
mit a single life to be endangered with- 
out an adequate object to be gained. 
It is the old and monotonous story—too 
much bravery, not enough caution. 


"The Natal Witness relates that aft- 


er the battle of Colenso a Boer sol- 
dier came upon the corpse of a private 
of the Connaught rangers. 
He had 


stripped it of valuables when his eye 
fell upon a crucifix suspended by a 
cord round the brave fellow's vneck. 
Intently the burgher gazed on the em- 
blem and theu hastily replaced the 
booty he had annexed, covered the 
dead man's face and quickly disappear- 
ed among the kopjes. 


"I can readily believe the story. The 


Boer is strongly opposed to Catholi- 
cism, but higher feelings rise superior 
to prejudice. He would not rob the 
corpse of a man who, at any rate, had 
believed in Christ. 


"A still more striking incident and, 


to me as it seems, a most touching 
scene is comprised in the following 
account of the Colesberg disaster fur- 
nished by your special correspondent 
with General French's column: 
" 'Our burying party sent out was 


received by the Boers sympathetically. 
They rendered assistance also to' our 
men. 
Over the grave they sang a 


hymn, and some of the leaders made 
impressive speeches, expressing 
ab- 


horrence of war, regretting the heavy 
losses on both sides and declaring that 
the war would soon be ended. One 
wonders if ever before in the history 
of war the victors in such an engage- 
ment stood round the graves of the 
men they had just shot, sang a hymn 
and, amid these solemn surroundings, 
impressively bewailed the strife of 
blood which they fervently 
hoped 


" would soon be ended.

JAPAN BUYING OUR COTTON 


American Cotton Mill Machinery I» 


Also Being Purchased. 


The shipment of another cargo of 


cotton, 12,600 bales, direct to Kobe, 
Japan, is one of the striking features 
of the commercial year in New Or- 
leans. A vessel now leaves there every 
two weeks for the land of the mikado, 
the cargo being made up entirely of 
cotton and fertilizers. The voyage is 
probably the longest made by a com- 
mercial vessel, being nearly 
20,000 


miles and requiring 70 days by the 
gulf, Atlantic, Mediterranean, Suez 
canal, Red sea, India ocean and China 
sea. 


On account of these shipments to Ja- 


pan a large number of Japanese have 
visited the city, and they will proba- 
bly establish a regular commercial 
agency in New Orleans for the pur- 
chase of cotton, says the New York 
Sun. Several of the visitors declare 
that Japan has made a groat advance 
in the manufacture of cotton goods of 
late years and expects to make more. 
Up to the present time the mills have 
only spun cotton, but they propose to 
put in looms and make cloth. They 
will purchase all the machinery in the 
United States, as they declare that the 
American looms are far superior to the 
English. 


The latest shipment of cotton, from 


New Orleans goes direct to the Herano 
mills, which are 13 in number and use 
40,000 bales of cotton, all of which 
they import* from America, in place of 
Indian cotton, which they formerly 
used. They are making money.

The OrganlMttlon !• Well Supplied 


With New Capital and Its Leaders 
Have Wo Fettr of Failure—Three 
Different Sites For toe Colony How 
In View, 
A new colonization plan with some 


unique features is soon to be put in 
operation In Louisiana, says the New 
Orleans correspondent of the Cincin- 
nati Enquirer. Charles W. Barton and 
B. L. Wakstaff of Rochester and C. P. 
Harp of Scranton, Pa., have already 
arrived In New Orleans ou their way 
to inspect some tracts of land believed 
to be suitable to their purpose. 


Mr. Barton, the leader of the move- 


ment, when asked regarding their 
plans, stated that the co-operative col- 
ony they propose to establish is based 
upon a system which has been success- 
fully operated in Germany for the past 
five or six years, the details only being 
modified to suit the difference in condi- 
tions prevailing in the United States. 


"Five of these colonies have proved 


a flawless success in Europe, three in 
Germany, one in Austria and one in 
Italy, and our.colony will be started 
under much more favorable auspices. 
We shall have about 200 people, 32 1 
married couples, 50 unmarried men, 20 
unmarried women and 72 children un- 
der IB. We were thoroughly organized 
a long time since, and, while we may 
make some few additions, not over 225 
in all will be taken. 
i 


"We will secure at the outset enough 


land to enable three-fourths of the , 
workers to devote themselves to farm- , 
ing. The land will be owned In com- 
mon, but to hold his section each man 
must contribute a certain quota of 
work. If he fails, sickness and misfor- 
tune barred, he forfeits his interest and 
will have to go elsewhere. 
Our com- 


munity won't be big enough at the' out- 
set to hold up any incompetents. Those 
who don't farm will follow other voca- 
tions necessary to the community life, 
and our party has been very carefully 
picked with that end in view. We have 
carpenters, 
shoemakers, blacksmiths, 


tailors, engineers and workmen in all 
the main lines. Of course we don't ex- 
pect to produce everything we need— 
thdt was one of the weak spots in past 
community experiments—but we will 
reduce our call on the outside world to 
the lowest practical point. The pro- 
ceeds of labor will be valued by two 
appraisers, elected by the society, and 
each worker will receive a ticket call- 
ing for a certain amount in proportion 
to what he has done. 


"Cutthroat competition will be done 


away with, and we will join hands and 
endeavor to supply our wants by mu- 
tual, intelligently directed effort. The 
surplusage, If there is any, will be sold 
and the proceeds devoted to Improving 
the condition of the colony and colo- 
nists. Our great purpose is to make , 
life as bright and pleasant as possible, 
and we expect to live in comfort. If 
we don't succeed in that, we might as 
well stay where we are. 


"We are not mere theorists, and we 


are upon a solid foundation as far as a 
start is concerned. We have an am- 
ple fund to start upon, contributed by 
a few gentlemen who are Interested in 
this experiment from a purely scien- 
tific and humanitarian standpoint. I 
am not at liberty to mention their 
names, but they are men of promi- 
nence, .and among them is one of the 
most distinguished writers in the Unit- 
ed States. He contributed $5,000 cash, 
and if ever a gift was made through 
love of one's fellow men it was that. I 
have never seen him, but he is an ar- 
dent socialist and wishes to see the 
practicability of the system demon- 
strated in the United States. The en- 
dowment fund will be regarded as a 
loan, and if we succeed it will be paid 
back some time in the future. It will 
be sufficient to procure the land and 
put up buildings, buy agricultural ma- 
chinery, and so on—in short, to get us 
started. 


"Besides this, every adult In our par- 


ty has contributed $100, men and wom- 
en. We have now over §11,000 cash in 
bank at Rochester from that source, 
and there will probably be a similar 
contribution before we start. We don't 
propose to come here empty handed or 
break up in a few months for lack of 
working capital. I have been interest- 
ed in socialism all my life and am thor- 
oughly familiar with the history of ev- 
ery community experiment that has 
been tried, from Brooks Farm down, 
and I say without hesitation that this 
is by far the best equipped of them all, 
financially and otherwise. 


"Nearly all our colonists are from 


New York and Pennsylvania. 
Most of 


them are farmers, but we have about 
20 miners from the .Wilkesbarre dis- 
trict. 


"Strong inducements have been offer- 


ed us to locate elsewhere, but we come 
here on account of the weather. 
It 


was our original intention to go to 
Kansas, but our people are tired of the 
rigors of northern winters and are anx- 
ious to try this experiment where they 
will not have to fight ice and snow half 
the year. Consequently we decided to 
locate in one of the extreme southern 
states and were advised to try to se- 
cure a tract in the rich river district of 
Louisiana. Wo were offered a piece of 
property in Union parish, but an agent 
who visited It last November returned 
an unfavorable report. We have now 
three different sites in view, two north 
of the Red river and one below. 
I 


would not like to say exactly where 
this land Is located, for the reason 
that a publication might affect prices. 
On our return to the c!1y ws will have 
no objection to give full particulars."

Wine* and Beverages, 


Meat anfl Dairy Product* Will Be 
Displayed—Exhibit* of Sugar and 
Fertilizer* Dave Al»o Been Collect- 
ed—Modern Dairy Implements. 
Among the exhibits recently dis- 


patched to Paris on board the govern- 
ment transport Prairie to be included 
In the collection of American products 
displayed in the United States section 
of the approaching world's exposition 
at the French capital are two that will 
attract widespread attention and will 
be of their kiu'd as complete and will 
represent a quality as fine as any kin- 
dred exhibits of the other nations of 
the globe, says the Washirii?ton Star. 
American wines, liquors and bever- 
ages of all kinds and American meat 
and dairy products are the exhibits 
which are expected to excite keen in- 
terest in all persons to whom commer- 
cial Industries and the preparation of 
food aud drink appeal. 


Dr. II. W. Wiley, director of chemis- 


try In the department of agriculture, 
had charge of collecting the wine and 
liquor exhibit, in which were included 
as well beers, brandies and beverages 
of every description, mineral waters, 
sirups, molasses, confections, liquors, 
cordials and glace and brandied fruits. 
This exhibition will be a collective one 
of the industries of the United States | 
in the lines mentioned and is not in- 
tended to give prominence to any one 
exhibitor or firm. 


Dr. Wiley is sure the exhibit will be 


one of the best of its kind at the great 
Paris exhibition. The exhibit of wines 
and brandies will be a typical repre- 
sentation of the products of all parts 
of the United States devoted to viti- 
culture. 
By far the greater part of 


these products comes from California, 
and the California display will, there- 
fore, be the largest. Typical wines of 
Georgia, Florida, Virginia, New York 
and Ohio are also well represented ia 
the collection. A special feature in the 
display will be a collection of Ameri- 
can champagnes. 


"The California sweet wines," said 


Dr. Wiley in speaking of the collec- 
tion, "will also attract a great deal of 
attention, since they are quite equal to 
those of Spain and the subtropical is- 
lands. The American brandies should 
come in for a large share of attention. 
They have one merit the so called Eu- 
ropean products cannot claim—namely, 
that they are the pure products of the 
grape. 
It is an admitted fact that 


American whisky 13 the best in the 
world, and 1,000 or more of the best 
types will be found in this exhibit at 
Paris." 


Tinder Dr. Wiley the exhibit of sugar 


and fertilizers has also been collected. 
Included in the former will be found a 
complete display of £he beet sugar 
products of America, an industry which 
is already exciting uneasiness in the 
beet sugar centers of Europe. 
There 


will be typical exhibits of the molasses 
and sugars of Louisiana, which, with 
the maple products from Vermont, will 
compose the principal features. 
The 


fertilizer exhibit will show that the 
natural phosphates of the United States 
are more abundant and excellent than 
in any other country of the world. The i 
exhibit will also show the progressive | 
evolution of the fertilizer from the ref- | 
use of the slaughter house and the cot- 
ton gin. 


Major Henry E. Alvord, chief of the ! 


dairy divisioa of the department of ag- i 
riculture, had charge of gathering to- | 
gether the Paris exhibit of meat and 
dairy products of the United States. 
"It is believed to be good public pol- 
icy," said Major Alvord, "that the 
farming interests of the country should 
be represented in the foreign markets 
by products in condensed form. Con- 
sequently it is proposed to make just 
as good an exhibit as possible of the 
condensed animal products of the Unit- 
ed States." 


The meat exhibit will include fresh 


meats preserved by refrigeration, smok- 
ed and salted meats of all kinds and 
beef, pork and poultry aud their prod- 
ucts packed ahcl prepared in every con- 
ceivable way. Tho latter part of tin- 
exhibit will consist largely, of course, 
of hermetically sealed cans of various 
sizes and patterns. These will contain 
a great variety of animal food prepara- 
tions, canned meats and poultry, pot- 
ted and deviled meats, various soups 
and table specialties of animal origin, 
meat extracts and the various byprod- 
ucts of the packing house such as ani- 
mal oils and fats, candles, soap, pepsin 
and other pharmaceutical 
prepara- 


tions, bones, horns, glue, gelatin, hair, 
dry blood aud fertilizers. 


The dairy products will include but- 


;er for immediate consumption aud 
also in sealed cans and otherwise pack- 
ed for long shipments and for the sup- 
ply of markets in hot climates, cheese 
in the great variety of forms now 
made in the United States, a full line 
of condensed milk and various byprod- 
ucts of the dairy. Besides these com- 
mercial products it is Intended to show 
something of the capacity of the coun- 
try in this line of production and of 
the facilities for preparing the same 
for export. For that purpose there will 
be a large collection of charts, maps 
and photographs giving a statistical 
anil pictorial representation of the 
stockyards, packing houses and other 
animal industries 
of the' country,

In view of such a meeting1 it is 
little wonder that temperance enthu- 
siasts are in favor of carrying the cam- 
paign into the nublic schools, as it is 
evident that in this section at least, if 
audiences are to be had thev must be 
forcibly .housed and held.' There are 
many thing's to indicate that the time 
for expecting- much good from mere 
temperance talk has gone by. The evils 
of intemr>erance, far more potent than 
words, are -alwars in. evidence, and a 
man whose own experience and observ- 
ations will not save him will be found 
by the lecturer, in nine cases out of 10t 
mighty poor fishing1. The fact is, we 
are a people with a good deal of rum

or corrective has proved inefficacious, 
and about all that remains for the talk- 
er to do is to pile up statistics showing 
the steadily increasing consumption 
"per capita."

further effort to get the pensions. 


A number, he says, who have been 


ordered before the county board of ex- 
aminers, to have their physical condi- 
tion established, have failed to do so. 
Others who made claims for pensions, 
have re-enlisted in the United States 
service for the war in the Philippines 
or for duty elsewhere, which, of course, 
establishes the fact that thev are not 
now entitled to pensions, whatever 
their condition may have been at the 
time the claims were filed. 


A natural reason is urged to explain 


why the soldiers stop in their o_uest of 
pensions after the machinery is already 
in motion to have them r'-anted. A 
very large proportion of those who 
returned from the campaign in Ca'oa, 
as is more or leas true in every war, 
found themselves weak and physically 
Incapacitated for worlc Mann believed 
their disability permanent, and were 
encouraged to apply for pensions. The 
pc-nsion mill grinds slowly, however, 
and in many cases the Cuban veterans 
had wholly or almost wholly shaken 
off the effects of the tropical campaign 
before their orders to go before the ex- 
aminers were received. This does not 
argue undue haste on the part of the 
soldiers, but simply points out the fact 
that a large per cent of the maladies 
resulting from a hard camnaign, will 
wear off with the course of time, and 
do not by any means indicate a per- 
manent disability. These orders to bo 
examined are being received from time 
to time, but it is said that few are ob- 
served. 


All this indicates that the Seoond re- 


giment veterans are by no means a 
regiment of pensioners, as was claimed 
in Washington last week, but most of 
them are still vigorous young1 men. 
some of them fighting their country's 
battles again.—Republican.

ft Comeii From Georgia tmd Ic Said 


to Be a Perfect Abiorbiint of En- 
ergy—Big Saving In Weight Gained 
by It* Use — Moneyed Men Inter- 
ested. 
Donald H. Churchill of Pittaburg has 


discovered a new material for storage 
batteries, which promises t> create 
considerable stir In the electrical world 
and at the same time revolutionize the 
method of propulsion of motor car- 
riages aud perhaps street cars, says 
the Pittsburg Dispatch. 
Mr. Churchill 


has an office in the Hamilton building 
and at the present time is in New York 
Interesting capitalists in his discovery. 


It waa while Mr. Churchill was a 


student at Freiburg, Germany, that he 
found a metallic substance that to him 
seemed to possess peculiar properties. 
In appearance It resembled furnace 
sins, was dark gray In color and seem- 
ed to be a combination of iron and 
stone. He brought it with him when 
he came to the United States, and one 
day while in the National museum, in 
Washington, he saw a specimen of the 
same substance. He traced it to Geor- 
gia, in the vicinity of the nickel mines 
of that state, and at once took options 
on many acres of the depos-t. lie 
came to Pittsburg with the purpose of 
making experiments and snowed his 
metal to various electricians, at the 
same time explaining to them the pe- 
culiar properties it possessed, as learn- 
ed from the experiments he had made. 
He found the substance to be a perfect 
absorbent of electricity and at the 
samn time would resist current with- 
out generating heat. 


It was this characteristic that led to 


Its use for storage battery purposes. 
In working with a specimen one day 
he noted that -svliilg the current flowed 
Into the metal it did not go through, 
and at the same time the substance 
did not get hot 
Therefore the current 


must have remained in the metal, and 
a test showed that it did. Mr. Church- 
Ill in his storage battery places one 
disk above the other and in this man- 
ner is able to store in each pair two 
volts and in one cell of the ordinary 
size by building up the disks is able to 
place 35 volts, whereas in the form 
of battery now in general use the total 
pressure does not exceed two and one- 
half volts. 


When Mr. Churchill took the option 


on the Georgia property, he received a 
map of the tract, which he uncon- 
sciously exhibited to a few Pittsburg 
men who saw the possibilities of the 
discovery. It was only a short time 
after that the agents of the property 
wrote to Mr. Churchill that there seem- 
ed to be a number of Pittsburg people 
anxious to get some of the land, but 
there was no more for sale. 
Mr. 


Churchill has been interesting money- 
ed men in the matter, and at the Ham- 
ilton building it was stated recently 
that parties from San Francisco, Chi- 
cago, Boston and New York had been 
to see him about participating in the 
promotion of a company to handle the 
battery. 


The statement is made that whereas 


it requires a battery weighing from 
800 to 2,000 pounds to operate a motor 
vehicle, the Churchill battery will do 
the same work with about one-tenth 
the weight. 
The power of the ap- 


paratus has been shown by the fact 
that two cells havo made a 70 volt 
lamp glow with great brightness. 


Mr. Churchill has been in touch with 


several of tho electric supply houses in 
Pittsburg, but they -were often unable 
to furnish him apparatus of the nature 
desired, as much of it, such as high 
and low voltage light globes, would 
have to be made specially in the east. 


Harvey M. Doubleday of the Double- 


day-Hill company said that b&Xiad 
been greatly interested in the sub- 
stance with which Mr. Churchill had 
boon experimenting and that the lat- 
ter's claims were true concerning it, 
that it would revolutionize the storage 
of electrical power and through that 
methods of transportation by means of 
electricity. 
According to Churchill's 


claims, it would have, he said, about 
15 times as great a storage power as 
any substance now known or in use. 
Mr. Doubleday said that he was un- 
able to tell anything about the resist- 
ing powers and hence the value of the 
substance, inasmuch a{3 Mr. Churchill 
would not allow him to put any test- 
ing instruments to it. Without this no 
electrician could, he said, tell anything 
concerning the metal's value. 


Mr. Churchill, he said, seemed to be 


rather at sea himself as to the nature 
of the substance, although he appeared 
confident as to its great value in the 
electrical world. 
According to Mr. 


Churchill's 
claims, 
Mr. 
Donbleday 


said, the metal, or whatever it was, 
would not yield any results under tho 
ordinary laboratory tests, as no acid 
would dissolve it; it could not bo fused 
•with any other metal nor could the 
blowpipes be used on it. 


In regard 
to Mr. Churchill, Mr. 


Doubleday said that he appeared to 
have had much experience in labora- 
tory electrical work and was, as well, 
a chemist and metallurgist. 
He had 


also while abroad been connected in 
some way with the school of mines at 
Berlin. Mr. Churchill is a man of over 
50 years of age and can speak five dif- 
ferent languages.

taken in tho letters written from the 
front by the men and officers than in 
those of the professional correspond- 
ents, while Sir William MacCormac, 
president of the Royal College of Sur- 
geons, who volunteered for service in 
South Africa, Is, as it were, in a class 
of his own as a writer of war news. 
Sir William's last report to the London 
Lancet contains the following pas- 
sages: 


"Dec. 16.—We arrived at Chleveley 


'Station about 1:30 p. m. yesterday. The 
-cannonading had ceased

o'clock. We found the station occupied 
by a hospital train under Major Bra- 
zler-Creagh, R. A. M. C., and every one 
available helping to provide comforts 
'for the freight it carried. There were 
119 wounded In the train. They had 
been taken on board direct from the 
field, the train having run Into^the ac-

tual scene uf action—in fact, it was or- 
dered back by the principal medical 
officer, two shells having fallen close to 
it. This train carried the first results 
'of the battle, and It was a very dis- 
tressing sight. The wounded filled the 
•carriages just as they had come from 
'the field. Every wound had been dress- 
;ed, and had been dressed extremely 
[well under fire. A noticeable feature 
Iwas the fact that very few of these 
[dressings needed readjustment 
Rifle 


splints, tourniquets and otherjlressinga 
[had been adjusted carefully tinder cir- 
ieumstaoces of great difficulty and dan- 
ger. 


"There had been, we learned, a rush 


|wtth the wounded to the train, which 
'was rapidly filled and had then Imme- 
idiately steamed away, and when we 


] saw it at Chleveley, four miles from 
!the battlefield, the men were still un- 
Ider the excitement of the action. The 
[wounded were cheerful and thankful 
Ifor their treatment, many remarking 
that their chief anxiety was to get back 
*oon enough to pay the Boers out We 
teaw the train start away from Bst- 
jcourt. It was back again at Ohieveley 
last night. On Its arrival No. 4 hqs- 
jpltal was Immediately unloaded, and 
ithe erection of the tents began at once, 
before the weary officers and men of 
the Royal Army Medical corps had had 
>a chance of sleep. The stationary hos- 
pital was yesterday, therefore, evacu- 
ated of sick at Frere, the whole equip- 
ment packed and brought to Chleveley, 
the tents re-erected, made ready for 
100 wounded, and almost Immediately 
'they received about 50, all this being 
completed between 7 a. m. and mid- 
night; strength, 4 officers and 87 men 
of the Royal Army Medical corps. 


'"To return to ourselves, having ob- 


tained the necessary information and 
permission, we walked to the field hos- 
pitals of the Fourth, Fifth and Sixth 
[brigades, situated about three miles 
from Chleveley and under the crest of 
a hillock about 400 yards outside the 
fire zone. Each of the three operating 
tents contained two operating tables, 
and as fast as a patient was taken off 
the table another took his place. Await- 
ing their turn, the wounded were lying 
outside in rows which were being con- 
tinually augmented by the civilian 
bearers coming in from the field. As 
each wounded man reached the hos- 
pital he was served with a hot cup of 
bovril, large cans of which were boil- 
ing outside the tents. 


"The way In which the wounded had 


been dressed on the field r •' -—h man 
ticketed with the nature > . Lis wound, 
his name and regiment, \vus excellent 
and was very useful for identification. 
This also saved much time at the fiold 
hospitals, because the seriously wound- 
ed could t>e at once discriminated from 
the more trivial cases. The latter went 
dway at once to the tents and the for- 
mer were redressed and operated upon 
when necessary by the four officers of 
each of the field hospitals and the three 
surgeons of each of the bearer com- 
panies. The praise of the regimental 
officers and men In "respect to the way 
in which the Royal Army Medical corps 
had done their duty under heavy flre 
was unanimous and unstinted. An offi- 
cer of the Devons, wounded In the foot, 
told me that he managed to get to a 
hut near the bank of the river which, 
was being used as a dressing station. 
This hut was continually under heavy 
flre, and he described the behavior of 
the medical officers as magnificent 


( "The spectacle at the field hospltala 


was most painful. Ambulance' wagon 
after wagon and stretcher squad after 
stretcher squad came In while I was 
there, pouring In the wounded, some of 
whom had died on the way and could 
unfortunately only be carried to the 
mortuary tents. The work performed 
In the operating tents was, in my opin- 
ion, of great efficiency, the operations 
being deliberately carried out with 
skill and dispatch under the very try- 
Ing circumstances of Intense heat, 
hurry and excitement all round. The 
Royal Army Medical corps' 
officers 


of these hospitals had_ started, their 


Burglcal work about 3 a. m., and 
when I visited them In -the even- 
ing they were still hard at it, hav- 
ing had no food meanwhile anfl no 
time for rest, and the work went on for | 
hours afterward. 
I gave advice In 


many eases where I was asked and ad- 
vised against operation In the case of 
a poor fellow with a fearful 
shell 


wound of the fc.j3. Altogether some : 
800 patients passed through the field 
hospitals during the day. 
The men 


showed the utmost pluck and endur- ! 
ance; there was not the smallest de- ' 
Bpoodency, the predominant feeling be- 
ing anxiety to return and fight again. 
This was very splendid of them after 
such a day as they had experienced, 
and makes one feel very proud of their 
fine mettle. 


"The hpspltal trains rapidly took ' 


them away. Each train carries on an 
average 100 cases and is equipped with 
every possible requirement, besides 
iced soda, champagne, soup and other 
comforts In abundance, so I am certain 
that all that human foresight could ac- 
complish was done dgTing the journeys 
for the mitigation of the sufferings of 
the wounded." 


Sir William MacCormac concludes 


his account by saying: "Considering 
the great strain of the work and the 
number of the wounded after this hot- 
ly contested engagement (where both 
rifle and shell fire were something, it 
is said, never seen before) I would like 
to draw attention to these facts: 1. 
The skill and care displayed in treat- 
ing compound fractures and injuries 
requiring calm attention and time un- 
der heavy fire. 2. The skillful and effi- 
cient way in which serious major oper- 
ations were performed on the same day 
as the battle (under considerable pres- 
sure and disadvantages) by the medi- 
cal officers of the field hospitals. 
3, 


Eight hundred wounded were cleared 
from the field by 6 p. m., the action 
having finished at 2 p. m. 4. By mid- 
night on the second day after the bat- 
tle (to-night) the last wounded man 
will have left the hospitals at the front 
and will have been conveyed to Bst- 
court, Pietermafitzburg, Durban and 
the hospital ships. 5. Eight trainloads 
have been taken away in the hospital 
trains In two days. 


"There can be no doubt In the minds 


of those who have watched the pro- 
ceedings at the front that a trying 
emergency had - been met, under cir- 
cumstances of extreme ~ tension, with 
complete success, and I know that the 
army has had the greatest confidence 
In its medical corps and feels that all 
has been done for the wounded that 
could have been- done, I accordingly 
returned this morning In the "hospital 
train (conveying 120 wounded) to Pie- 
tennaritzburg. The heat has been in- 
tense. We have had three very busy, 
hardworking days and returned weary 
and sad for such grievous loss and suf- 
fering. It was Indeed a piteous spec- 
tacle of suffering and death. But one 
could console oneself somewhat by the 
reflection that so much had been ac- 
complished to mitigate the distress, 
and the poor sufferers themselves were 
full of pluck and endurance." 


The London Lancet's correspondent 


at Wynberg hospital, writing under 
date of Dec. 22, says: "I cannot help 
thinking that in future campaigns 
where the modern arms of precision 
are used it will be necessary to aug- 
ment considerably the capacity of the 
present general hospitals both for offi- 
cers and for men. The fact that ac- 
commodation In a general hospital as 
regards officers is limited to 25 cases 
points to a total inadequacy to the re- ' 
quirementg. I consider that an officers' j 
hospital of 100 beds should be a sine ! 
qua non." 


Cars In Warfare. 


The armored car promises to become 


a marked feature of future wars. Their 
use has been limited hi South Africa 
and the Philippines by the restricted 
railway mileage, but the French gov- 
ernment seems to believe in them, 
says The Army and Navy journal. It 
Is reported to be watching closely the 
experimental use of steel freight cars 
by the Paris, Mediterranean and Lyons 
railway, which has just ordered 100 
such cars. The results obtained in the 
use of these cars will determine the 
French government's course of action 
In equipping all the government lines 
with steel cars, which could be easily 
converted into armored conveyances.

Sick and Wounded Within the Boer 
.Lines Greatly In Need of Attention. 
Plenty of Nurses, but Few Sur- 
CeouB —All Supplies Will Be Seat 
Free by Steamer. 
Eed Cross succor for the wounded 


and sick within the lines of the Boers 
Is urgently needed. America has been 
appealed to for help, and the American 
committee to aid Red Cross work in 
South Africa has been formed. It in 
turn has appointed subcommittees in 
many parts of the country, and those 
who would send the means of help 
must give, and give quickly, If they 
would accomplish their objects. 


This call for help has not come from 


within the British lines, for the Brit- 
ish army has gone into, the field well 
supplied with everything to care for 
those disabled by wounds or disease. 
It has been sent forth on behalf of the 
Boers of the Transvaal and of the Or- 
ange Free State' and of the British 
wounded prisoners within their lines, 
all of whom are declared to be but in- 
differently supplied with even the mere 
necessities in such cases and to be 
short particularly of surgeon's medi- 
cines, surgical appliances and special 
food for the sick. 


The first suggestion for the forma- 


tion of the American committee to get 
ai<^ for the Red Cross within the Boer 
lides came from an Englishman, a 
friend of Treasurer Tunis G. Bergen, 
about a month ago. He said he had 
knowledge not only that there was a 
great shortage of the needed supplies 
within the Transvaal and Orange Free 
state, but that the large number of 
English wounded who were falling 
into the hands of the Boers was adding 
much to the troubles there. 


Already the committee had cabled to 


Holland between $2,000 and $3,000, 
which was in hand and sorely needed 
for fitting out ambulances, and its sub- 
committees In several places have no- 
tified it that they either have sums 
ready to forward, some of which are 
almost as large, or that they have sent 
the money on direct to the Netherlands 
Red Cross. 


It is money that is wanted most at 


this time Mr. Bergen says. The ques- 
tion of what was needed and how to 
get supplies to the front was one of 
the first that the committee had to get 
settled. It was found that to send 
supplies direct from here could be 
done only at a great disadvantage and 
that as the Netherlands Red Cross 
was already in the field it would be 
better to send all aid to that organiza- 
tion, thus insuring a prompt and effi- 
cient carrying out of the purpose. This 
Is what is being done. Whatever is 
needed- in the way of manufactured 
articles, which includes all drugs, med- 
icines' and surgical appliances as well 
as luxuries for sick people, are bought 
In Europe and forwarded by the most • 
direct lines to the Portuguese port at 
Delagoa Bay and from there sent to 
the front in the Transvaal, Natal and 
the Orange Free State. Of nurses, it 
is said there are plenty to be found 
among the Boer women, but there is a 
great scarcity of surgeons, and many 
of these are bfiing pressed forward 
from Europe. 
A number here have 


signified tneir willingness to go to the 
front in South Africa, but the commit- 
tee has as yet seen no way of accept- 
ing their services. 


Baron Van Hardenbrook has sent a 


communication to the American com- 
mittee, in which he says: 


""We wish it to be distinctly under- 


stood that all the help we send goes 
under the broad fiag of the Red Cross 
and Is meant for relief to all who nee<. 
it in the Boer republics, no matte: 
whether it be Transvaal or Oranje 
Free State. * * * The needs are great, 
and the gifts in money are specially 
welcome, as they enable us to send out 
fortnightly or monthly the necessary ' 
supplementary provisions, surgical and 
nutritious. All manner of help is, in 
this case, of the utmost importance 
and will be gratefully acknowledged." 


Besides the work which is being done 


through the committee and Its subcom- 
mittees, many contributions are being 
gathered by independent bodies or are 
sent by the donors direct to the treas- i 
urer of the Netherlands Red Cross, all 
aiding toward the common hu,mani- 
tarian purpose. 
' While the immediate needs within 
the Boer Hues may best be met by con- 
tributions of money, gifts of clothing 
and supplies will be equally welcome 
for' later relief, and these are being 
gathered by some of the branch organi- 
zations. These will be sent by the cen- , 
tral committee to the headquarters of | 
the Netherlands Red Cross and from 
there they will be forwarded free of 
Charge by steamer to the Boers by way 
of the Portuguese ports.

DR. BASGOMJN BRYAN 


Review of the Speech of Col. 


W. J. Bryan Delivered 


in This City 


AN INTERESTING STUDY 


Of Bryan, the Leader, in His State- 


ments Along the Lines of Money, 


Trusts and Imperialism, by 


Williams Professor 


following- letter on Brvani from 


Dr. John BO»JI,V:S. of Williams college 
appeared in this morning's Spring-field 
Republican, and will be of much inter- 
est here: 


Bryan Is evidently a iact of his own 


order, and one that must be reckoned 
with. I heard him at North Adams. He 
has remarkable popular power. 
He 


spoke two hours to a crowded audience, 
many of them in circumstances of 
much discomfort, and held them with 
perfect ease. The thinr that strikes 
one first on hearing- him is; that he is 
an honest man, with deep convictions 
and sincere purposes; and the second 
impression is that the peoole under- 
stand him and take him for exactlv 
what he is. He is a leader of,the peo- 
ple, but no demag-ogue. 


He occupied the first half of his ad- 


diess with the money question. The 
same sincerity of conviction was with 
him as in the other portions of his 
speech. While the argument was utter- 
ly unsound, there were no sophistries 
and no subterfue-es. 
Soft money is a 


heresy as indigenous to the west as 
ag-ue and fever. Heavy indebtedness 
r.nd hard times disturb the mental con- 
stitution as certainly as dampness and 
exposure 
the physical 
constitution. 


This epidemic of thought has affected 
Bryan, and he is as sincere in, it as 
his fellow-sufferers. 
Lei. there be the 


least return of financial pressure, ar><3 
every man -u ill talk to his neighbor on 
this topic in the old, palsied, dispairing 
fashion. 


Bad as is this disternrjer in itself, it 


is by no means altog-ether unfortunate 
in its relations to Bryan. By mefu-.f! 
of this deep, unbetraved synrmathy", lie 
draws the west after him; and many 
an eastern man. if only half-convinced 
of the truth of the theory, feels pro- 
foundly the loyalty to the neonle in- 
volved in it. Indeed, here is the fist of 
Bryan's influence. 
He is playing at 


"blind man's bluff," and. he makes 
sturdy strikes, if not alwavs at the 
right man, at the man nearest him. 
Many of the people feel sure, and just- 
ly so, that the money cower has done 
them a mischief. They err in fastening 
this mischief on those comparatively 
guiltless, and in missing the tri'5 of- 
fenders. 
But they have raised tv.e 


hue and cry, and they may yet i-un 
down the rig-ht mem In this race Bry- 
an is1 in the forefront. 


This error brings with it another 


piece of p-ood fortune. 
He 
has 
bv 


means of it unhorsed old leaders of the 
party, who, after all, were not leaders, 
and rarely knew what to do with anv 
power they might gain. The people 
feel that if Bryan is once seated in 
authority, his success will be the begin- 
ning, not the end, of labor. Dangerous 
as is the weapon of 16 to 1, Bryan is 
using it to a good purpose. If it is a 
fnebrand, the people believe that he Is 
rbnut to smoke out with it a wood- 
t^'tck that has never before been un- 
e.---h"ri. 


Jinn'" people are entertaining a pro- 


found distrust of the money power 
which has so long1 dominated the re- 
publican party, and are ready to take 
risks rather than suffer the sweater 
lipk, the all-absorbing risk, of longer 
yielding to it. 


Having: finished the money auestion, 


he criened for a hilf-h.vr on that of 
trusts. Here asran, the soundness of 
the man's hnart was apparent, and his 
judgment did not lag- so- much behind 
as in the former case. 
<Jne was made 


to feel what a mere trick and illusion 
all laws were likelr to be in their in- 
ception and enforcement which would 
be passed by the pnrty m power: and 
how certain Bryan and his followers 
would be to or>en fire the moment their 
guns were in position. Indeed, in our 
present state of knowledge, about all 
that any political party can do is to 
confront the trusts with, a determina- 
tion to find out and enforce the rirht 
method of handling them. Bryan is 
the first man of political nower who 
has made the impression oim the people 
that he knows their enemies, and will 
fght them to the best of his abilitv to 
the very end. Indeed, if he were more 
intellectually sound, he would be to the 
masses a far less acceptable leader. He 
would quickly sink in^o the/ rank of the 
theorists. 


The last half-hour wasi occupied with 


imperialism. Here he e-o't\back, to the 
minds of those who heard him, on, to 
the broad platform, of the Declaration) 
of Indenendence, and -walked UD and 
down on. it as tho secure fotting, and 
the only footing of liberty an^. lijttt.

Moderate men cannot but re- 
alise, in view of the Porto *^i:) wo- 
po?al, that those who hold to justice 
must all combine as against the grow- 
ing tyranny of the administration.

between Bryan, in his larg-e-hearted- 
ness, his impassioned defense of the 
many, and McKinley, who has so lona- 
bfrn the conduit of class le fixation 
in" -r.ruthpiece of the money Dower, 
and whispering in whose ear even now 
is Mark Hanna—the personification of 
class interest, the 
leering- Mephisto- 


pVlog of wealth gotten by legislation— 
it will certainly not be strange if thov 
t&ke to their heart their own cham- 
pion, and, for the nonce, sweep into ob- 
livion the counsels! and schemes of the 
self-seekers, at home iinfl abroad^ in 
commerce and in the state.

Important Action to be Considered by 


Sons of Ve'eran) 


The 18th annual encampment of 


Massachusetts division, Sons of Vet- 
erans, will be held in Boston this week, 
beginning Wednesday afternoon.
